ruling against the city in the 
Hansen case, expressed con¬ 
siderable surprise at the de¬ 
cision of City Administrator 
Lawrence C. Bevington and 
City Council to attempt to 
open Suffolk Ave. without 
including names of property- 
owners on the south side of 
the proposed thoroughfare. 
It was thi.s omission which 
won the suit for Hansen. 

He contended that the city’ 
erred in not including the 
south side property owners 
in its creation of an improve¬ 
ment district. 

The city now faces the al¬ 
ternative of forming an en¬ 
tirely new improvement dis¬ 
trict and beginning from 
scratch. The new district 
would, of course, include all 
property on both sides of the 
proposed street which is in 
the center of the downtown 
business section. It is doubt- 
bul, though, whether prop¬ 
erty owners on the south side 
will sign such a petition 
inasmuch as many of them 
have consistently opposed 
the improvement. 

COST or the proposed 
opening was estimated at 
$52,203, with the city to con¬ 
tribute $10,000. The project 
was to be carried out under 
the Municipal Act of 1913 
which called for formation 
of an improvement district. 

The proposed extension, 
which has been advocated 
for 15 years, was designed to 
remove trucks from the 
downtown district on Sierra 
Madre Blvd., to give service 
access to the rear of stores 
and provide off-.street park¬ 
ing.
